Be- 
fore any road is built into Plumas 
county all promising routes will be 
surveyed and the best one will get the 
iron. A preliminary survey was 
made from Reno to Oroville once, and 
the route was very favorable as far as 
Nelson Pvint, Plumas county. The 
divide at Lemmon’s is the the highest 
between Reno and Oreville, afd it 
could be crossed bya railroad with 
perfect ease. No grade on the road 
would be over 69 feet to the mile. 
The route would be free from snow, 
and easy to keep up. No expensive 
bridges, no crossing of ridges avd can- 
ons, like a route from Truckee. Be- 
tween Beckwith and Quincy isa noble 
body of pine which coald be opened 
by a road frum Reno as effectually as 
one from Truckee.

Closing Proceedings of the Illinois Con- 
vention —The Delegates Pledged For 
Grant—Comments of the New York 
Press. 


SPRINGFIELD, May 21.—Twe Repub- 
lica: Convention this morning appoint- 
‘eda solid Grant delegation to the 
Chicago Convention. The following 
delegates at large were appointed: 
John A. Logan, E. A. Storrs, E. B. 
Raum and D. T. Littler. 

The Blaine men refused to vote 
when the previous qnestion was called, 
fer the sefection of the Grant delegates 
to Chieago, but it was carried, and a 
motion was then made for the nomi- 
nation by the convention of delegates 
to Chicago, and a State Central Com- 
mittee. There was much opposition 
to this, as it meant a solid Grant State 
Central Committee. The vote stood: 
ayes 27446, nays 252%. 

Logaa offered the following, which 
was adopted: 

Reso'ved, That General U. 8. Grant 
is the chuice of the Republican party 
of Llinois for the Presidency, and the 
delegates from this State are 
instructed to use all honorable means 
to secure his nominotion by the 
Chicago Convention, and to vote as a 
umit tur him, and the said delegates 
shall bave power to fill all vacancies. 


On motion of A. M. Jones, the 
Chairman of the convention was in- 
atructed to telegraph Grant that 
Illinois stands by him witli 42 votes 
for President. The motion was car- 
ried, loud cries ef ‘‘No!” being heard. 

St. Clair county presented a pro- 
test stating that it had appointed dele- 
gates to Chicago according to the con- 
ditions of the call, and now they were 
set aside and others put io their stead. 
The delegates from the Third, Fourth, 
Ninth, Thirteenth, Tenth, Fifth, Sec- 
ond and Sixth districts concurred in 
this protest. Logan then offered the 
following, and suggested that it be 
the only platform: , 


Resolved, That the Republicans of 
Hllinvis in convention assembled, de-

The resolution was adopted by a 
rising vote amidst the greatest enthus- 
iasm, the vast body of delegates 
unanimously rising to their feet and 
cheering enthusiastically.

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A STRONG GOVERNMENT. 


liarper's Monthly for June contains 
an article on “Strong Government,” 
trom the pen of George Ticknor Cur- 
tis. This article from such @man pos- 
sesses a peculiar interest at this time. 
Much has been said of late ia refer- 
ence to the desirability of a stronger 
government for the United States. Mr. 
Curtis exposes the shallowness and 
folly of the notion. He shows that 
the government of this country is one 
of great constitutional strength, that 
nd uther government on earth excels 
it in reconciling the interests of prop- 
erty with those of liberty. He pcints 
to those provisions in the Federal Con- 
stitution which prohibite any state 
irom passing lawg impairing the obli- 
gation of a aul: prohibiting the 
States from issuing vills of |credit, or 
making anything but gold and _ silver 
coin a tender in payment of debts; 
against laying imposts or duties on 
imports or exports, or duties on ton- 
nage, without the consent of Congress. 
Other powers of the Federal govern- 
ment to which ~he directs attention 
are: the regulation of commerce with 
foreign nations and among the several 
states; the uniformity .of all duties, 
imposts and excises throughout the 
United St&tes; the coinage of money, 
and the regulation of the standard 
weight and measures. Stress is laid 
upon the constitutional provision which 
restrains the Executive from depriving 
any person of life, liberty or property 
without due process oflaw. Mr. Cur- 


, tis holds that there can be no stronger 


protection against arbitrary power 
than these restraints afford. The idea 
of a stronger government necessarily 
implies that these restraints are to be 
done away with; that the government 
is to be strengthened by suborainating 
personal rights to the freer and more 
powerful action of those who adminis- 
ter it, or,in other words, that the 
public necessities are to predominate 
over the rights of the citizen.” 

As regards the talk concerning the 
need of greater protection from mob 
violence and ‘‘strikes,” Mr. Curtis ar- 
gues that the provision of the Federal 
Constitution which gives the local au- 
thorities of any state power to call up- ; 


_on the President for aid “‘is all that 


can ever be established as a means of 
protecting propefty, unless we are to 
found a national government on revo- 
lution.” 

Space will not permit even an out- 
line of the principal points of this 
masterly essay. Its readers will find 


it full of prefound thought and logical 


argument, and Will rise from its peru- 
sal with a stronger faith in the stabil- 
ity of our constitution, and with a bet- 
ter perception of its justice and wis- 
dom. We close this brief review with 
the following extract: 


“The want of a definition of the 
strong government, which we _ hear 
spoken of so vaguely, renders it diffi- 
cult to grasp what these persons would 
have. I teke it, howevet, that they, 
so far as they have any meaning, 
mean one of three things. They either 
mean a personal government by an un- 
restrained Executive, who is to be 
trusted to do right from good mo- 
tives; or they mean a fusion of all the 
elements of political power into one 
mass, to be wielded by some kind of 
new national legislative power; or they 
mean a union of both of these in one 
system. In either case, the overthrow 
or displacement, hy fair means or foul, 
of the present political system must 
occur, You can not make a govern- 
ment stronger than the Constitution 
unless you destroy the Constitution.”

THE ANTI-EXHUMATION ACT.

[In discussing the two cyclones 
which visited the bay of Bengal in 
October, 1876, Mr. Elliott, meteoro- 
logical reporter of the Government 
of Bengal, incidentally gives some 
idea of the cyclonean forces which are 
developed by such storms. The aver | 
age “daily evaporation” registered by 
Bengal instruments in October is “two 
inches.” The amount of heat absorb 
ed by the conversion of this amount of 
water daily over so large’ an area as 
the Bay of Bengal is enormous. 
“Roughly estimated,” said Mr, Elliott, 
“it is equal to the continuous working 
power of 300,000 steam engines of 
1,000-horse power.” A simple calcu- 
lation will show that it is suffices to 
raise aloft over 45,000 cubic feet of 
water in twenty-four hours from every 
square mile of the bosom of the bay, 
and transport it to the clouds which 
overhang it. When we extend the cal- 
culation from a single square mile to 
the area of this whole [ndian Gulf, the 
mind is lost in the effort to conceive 
the force which, in a day's time, can 
lift 50,000,000 tons!

The judicial proceedings against the 
youog female known as ‘‘Bodie Jake” 
created great consternation in Lin- 
coln avenue on Saturday evening. 
This person was arrested on a charge. 
of malicious mischief in breaking the 
windows of a house on the avenue 
It was a warniog spectacle to the other 
occupants of that quarter to see the 
bad girl from Bodie trudging across 
the bridge to jail. A number of them 
were implicated in the affair, as it 
subsequently appeared that they. had 


each contribuced four bits to induce 
Jake to break the windows, After a 
hurried consultation, immediate flight 
was determined on, and that same 
evening a colured gentleman convey 
ed Mollie Funchon, Minnie Lee an 
Ida Woods, with bag and baggage, to 
Steamboat iu an express wagon. Min- 
nie Lee quickly repented of her flight 
and returned the same night.

This sum was paid by 
the prisoner's fair sisters in sin, the 
exchequer of Bodie Jake having been 
entirely exhausted by her Saturday’s 
dissipation. This act was not one of 
pure and disinterested benevolence, 
as the frail contributors to the Bodie 
Relief Fund were largely influenced 
by the consideration that if they did 
not “pungle” the wicked Jake would 
“blow” on them. She was discharged, 
with a fatherly injunction from the 
bench to go and sin no more.

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Water Furned Into the Steamboat Ditch. 

Water was turned into the Steam- 
boat ditch Sunday from Hunter's 
Creek, The ditch is completed as 
far as Brown’s station. A gang of a 
hundred men are now at work on the 
upper section of the ditch, extending 
from Hunter's creek to the Truckee 
river. The supply of water from the 
creek will probably last for a month 
yet, or until the completion of the up- 


perendof the ditch allows the ad- 
mission of water from the river. Mr. 
Gilson, the Secretary of the company, 
thinks that the ditch will furnish a 
constant supply of water from this 
time on. The estimated capacity of 
the ditch is 5,000 inches, but it is like- 
ly that not more than 1,000 inches 
will be permitted to flow through it 
for the first week or two. This canal 
will irrigate a large acreage of high 
lands, heretofore untillable from lack 
of water. The completion of the ditch 
will be an important incident of local 
history.

A Crowded Excursion Train 
Swings from the Track.

Sixteen Persons Killed and Farty 
Mangied or Bruised. 


Statements Concerning the Cause of the 
Disaster. 
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An appalling accident happened on 
the South Pacific Coast railroad on 
Sunday,by which sixteen persons were 
killed and forty others badly wounded 
or slightly bruised. Ti is the only 
great railroad disaster that has ever 
occurred in California, butit was at- 
tended with stich: frightful loss of 
human life that it will be recorded in 
the annals of railroading as an acci- 


dent almost as horrible as the Augola, 
Ashtabula and Revere disasters, al- 
though differing in character and 
cause from either. The accounts from 
the scene of the accident are some- 
what couflicting. The excursion cars 
were provided with the - ordinary 
hand-brake. The following telegrams 
from Santa Crnz and San Jose give 
particulars of the disaster, as obtained 
from passengers and train men: 


FIRST ACCOUNTS OF THE CALAMITY. 


Santa Cruz, May 23d.—A terrible 
accident occurred yesterday afternoon 
on the line of the South Pacific Coast 
Narrow-Gauge Railroad, which result- 
ed in a large loss of life and the bodily 
injury of a score or more of passen- 
gers. The Independent Rifles, Cap- 
tain Cantus, lett the foot of Market 
street at 8:45 yesterday morning for 
the Big Trees, just beyond Felten, on 
the line of the South Pacific Coast 
Railroad, where they intended hold- 
ing a picnic. Anexcursion train with 
about 300 persons on beard, also left 
Santa Cruz for the picnic ground at 
9o’clock. Among the latter party 
were a number of San Francisco 


peopie, who had been spending the 


day in Santa Cruz, and took the op- 
portunity of going to the Big Trees 
and meeting friends from the city 
whom they expected down on the 
excursion. People from the surround- 
ing country also poured in to the grove 
in large numbers, and when the Sap 
Francisco train with the Rifles on 
board reached the ground at ten 
minutes past 1 o'clock, there were 
over 1,000 people in the grove. 


THE ILL-FATED TRAIN. 


At half-past 3 r. um. a train left the 
grove for Santa Cruz. The train con- 
sisted of three open, or platform cars, 
with high railing on the sides and 
ends, with seats, on which there were 
about 125 passengers. There were 
some San Francisco people: among 
them, who took the opportunity of 
running down to Santa Cruz and 
spending an hour before returning 
home home. The train was drawn by 
engine No. 3, and Robert Elliott was 
at the throttle. All went well until 
tunuel No. 7 was passed. This tunnel 
is 300 feet long, and is situated just 
above and overlooking the powder 
works, As the train emerged from 
the tunnel, the speed was noticed to 
increase perceptibly, and as there is 4 
heavy grade at that pvint, the cars 
ere soon moving with greatTapidity. 


A CAR JUMPS THE TRACK, 


Just after leaving the tunnel there 
is a sharp curve in the road, and asthe 
centre of the arc of this was reached, 
the forward car jumped the track to 
the left, and the second car jumped to 


} the right, the third carremuining on the 


track. The occupants of the two for. 
ward cars were hurled in a confused 
mass to either side of the road, or fell 
upon the track. The rear car, which 
remained upon the track, continued 
on like the car of Juggernaut, running 
fover and maiming and manyling the 
bodies of those who lay upon and 
Detween the track, and was only 
stopped by the resistance offered by 
the bodies of the unfortunate passen 
yers. Those who chanced to be 
upon the rear car were uninjured, only 
being thrown from their seats by the 
shock. These at once sct to work to 


oe 


offer assistance to their suffering fel- 
lows. The sight which was to be met 
within five minutes after the disaster 
occurred was one that would sadden 
the hardest heart. 


. SCENES OF DEATH AND SUFFERING. 


Men crawling along, dragging a

ANOTHER ACCOUNT, — 


Another telegram from Santa Cruz 
says: The place where the accident oc- 
curred is about three miles from town, 
and almost oppusite the California 
Powder Works, The roadway is cut 


nto the hillside and there is a sharp 
descent into the San Lorenzo Valley 
fully 500 feet on the other side. As 
pearly as can be learned from pass- 
engers able to give a coherent account 
of the accident, the train was going 
at arapid rate. Thisis contradicted, 
hswever, by railroad officials and oth- 
ers, who saw the train from the op: 
posite side of the San*Lorenzo Valley. 


THE SECOND CAR JUMPED THE TRACK. 


It is iinpossible to tell with absolute 
certainty the exact cause of the ac- 
cident, but as near as can be ascer- 
tained, the second of the three flat 
cars jumped the track, and ran into 
the bank on the right hand side. The 
rails were tcrn away by the embank- 


ment, and the peopie in that car were 
spilled out indiscriminately. Many of 
them were jammed in between the 
cars and tlfe..bank, and others were 
run over by the last car and horribly 
mutilated. Thé pa-sengers on the 
first car were also thrown out, and 
many were slightly injured, but, so 
far as can be ascertained, those in the 
last two cars were the chief sufferers. 
It is stated that the shock of the con- 
cussion against the bank broke the 
coupling between the first and second 
cars. At any rate, the two were un- 
coupled, and the engineer ran into 
town for the purpose of summoning 
relief, The scene, immediately after 
the accident, simply beggars descrip- 
tion. The air was rent with the shrieks 
of men, women and children, 


CONDITION OF THE DEAD AND WOUNDED. 


The seriously wounded were placed 
on the flat cars. A number of citizens 
of Santa Cruz, who had hastened out, 
ministered to their wants, On one of 
the cars the dead were laid in a ghast-| 
ly row. The mutilations were sicken- 
ing. There were several cases where 
limbs were severed completely from 


the body, and the flesh of others was 
lacerated and torn in a shocking man- 
ner. Some of the wounded were in 
such a condition that it was’ with ~ex- 
treme difficulty they could be induc- 
ed to move from the positions in 
which they . were originally placed 
after being ‘rescued from the wreck. 
One man, a member of the rifle com- 
pany, whose leg was badly shattered, 
asked to be left alone. He did not 
wish to live a helpless cripple, unable 
to support his family, whileif he died, 
his 5 aphe child would be well tak- 
en care of. It was only after the use 
of gentle force that he was put in the 
car. mw : 


THE VICTIMS TAKEN TO SANTA CRUZ, 


Finally the melancholy work of 
caring for all and placing them on the 
train was completed, aud it was slow- 
ly started for Santa Cruz. The engi- 
peer proceeded with extreme caution, 
for every jolt was a cruel torture to 
the wounded. When it arrived at the 
town a large crowd was assembled and 
another affecting scene occurred.

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LEADVILLE LETTER. 


A Reno Man’s Wanderings In Colora- 
do—New Mining Camps — Sanguine 
Expectations —-Some Account of Places 
Visited, < 


From our own Correspondent. 


LEADVILLE, Col., May 20, 1880. 

Your readers I have no doubt im- 
agine [ have been lost, not having 
heard from me for along time. Well, 
after the roughest trip I ever experi- 
enced in my life, I have made my 
way once more tothe great camp of 
Leadville, After leaving here the last 
time I went over the Saganehe road to 
Gunison City, the great central sup- 
ply point of the Gunison country. 
This town is situated at the junction 
of the Gunison and Tumichi rivers, in 
a good valley admirably adapted for 
grazing and raising hay. The alti- 
tude is about 8,500 feet. The location 
has been a trading post for the Utes 
for many years. At present people are 
rushing in by the thousands, renrain- 
ing a few days and rushing out 
again. The town ts laid out in wide 
streets, regular squares and blocks. 
In all about 250 houses have been er- 
ected, all small buildings very poorly 
constructed and almost unfinished. 
Lumber is an article almost impossi- 
ble to obtain. While no business 
seems over-done, there appears no 
openiog for more enterprise, unless it 
be a saw mill and restaurants. Saloons

all seem to make a living. After leav- 
ing Gunison City I started for Ruby. 
It is thirty miles from Gunison City, 
up the river to the eonfluence of Ohio

place called Warmley’s, and from there 
I walked to a place called Ring's 
Ranch, through slush and snow be- 
tween three and four feet deep. Then 
I had five miles of snow-shoeing to 
reach the long looked forcamp. There 
are three town sites surveyed im this 
They are Ruby City, Irwin 
and Ruby Camp. Ruby City was for- 
merly known: as Silver Gate, and is a 
town site lately located by several 
gentlemen from Leadville.

| THE SANTA CRUZ HORROR. 


Condition of the Wounded—Coroner's 
Inquest — Another Death — Different 
Theories as to the Cause of the Acci- 
dent. 


SAnta Cruz, May 25.—The wound- 
ed by the disaster of Sunday are get- 
ting along as well as could be expect- 
ed. The representatives here of. the 
railroad company have given orders 
for every patient to be supplied with 
nurses and everything required to re- 
lieve their sufferings. 

President Davis and Mr. Adams, 
attorney for the compaoy, are bere 
looking after the latter's interests in 
the Coroner’s inquiry, which will be 
resumed to-day or to-morrow. 

There appears to be quite a differ. 
ence of opinion among the citizens as 
to whether the company is to blame 
for the accident. One son who 
was ow the train thinks the accident 
was caused by the overloading of the 
cars, there being, he thinks, about 
100 persons on each. Owing to the 
narrowness of the gamge the cars were 
rendered top-heavy. Another gentle- 
man, an old railroad maa, thinks the 
train was going too fast, but he found 
that the brakeman had ali the brakes 
on and had done his best tu eheck its 
speed even befure the whistle of alarm 
was given,

The Milch Cattle that these Curious 
Iusecte Keep—An Interesting Ac- 
cbunt of the Origin of “Honey Dew.” 


; From the Scientific American. 


The instincts of tho aut are, indis- 
putably, more extraordinary than 
those of any other ia the whole range 
of animated nature. One of the most 
singular traitsin their manners and 
customs is that of keeping and feeding 
certuin other insects, from which they 
extract a sweet and nutriticus liquid, 
in the same way that we obtain milk 
from cows. here are two kinds of 
insects trvm which the ant tribe ex 
tract this juice— the aphides, er plant 
lice, and the gall insect. Linneeus, and 
after him other naturalists, have call- 
ed these insects the milch cattle of 
the ants; and the term is not inappli- 
cable. lo the proper season, any per- 
son who may choose to take the 
trouble to watch their proceedings 
may see, as Linosus says, the wots 
ascending trees that they may milk 
theit cows, the aphides. The sub- 
stance which is here called milk is a 
saccharine fluid which these insects 
secrete; it is

two litile tubes placed one on each 
side just above the abdomen. The 
aphides insert their suckers into the 
tender bark of a plant, and employ 
themselves incessantly ~in absorbing 
its sap, which, having passed through 
the digestive system of the insect, is 
discharged by the organs just men- 
tioned. When ve ants happen to be 
at hand to receive this treasure, the 
insects eject it to a distance by a jerk- 
ing motion which at regular intervals 
they give their bedies. Wheo the 
ants, however are in attendance, they 
carefully watch the emission of the 
precious liquid, and immediate- 
ly suck itdown. The ants not only 
consume this liquid when volun- 
turily ejected by the aphides, 
but what is still more . sur- 
prising, they know how to make them 
yield it at pleasure, or in other 
words, to milk them. On this occa- 
sion the antenne of the ants discharge 
the same functions as the fingers ot a 
milkmaid; with these organs, moved 
very rapidly, they stroke the abdomen 
of an aphis first on one side and then 
on the other, and immediately a little 
‘ drop of the much coveted juice issues 
forth, which the ant eagerly conveys 
to its mouth. The single aphis has 
been known to give it drop by drop 
successively to a oumber of ants that 
were waiting anxiously to receive it. 
The milk of one aphis having been ex- 
hausted, the ant proceeds to treat 
others in the same manner, until] at 
length perfectly satiated, and with 
belly sweiled almost to bursting, it la- 
ily descends the plant and secks its 
nest, 


PLANT LICE,°OR APHIDES, 


differ much jn form, color, clothing, 
and in the length of the honey tubes. 
Some of these. have tubes quite long, 
as the rose louse (Aphis rosae) of the 
accompanying engraving, which is 
green and has a little. conical projec- 
tion, or stylet as it is called, at the ex- 
tremity of the body between the two 
honey tubes. ‘These insects seem to 
love society, and often herd together 
in dense masses, each one remaining 
fixed to the plant by means of its long 
tubular beak ; and they rarely change 
their places untii wey have exhausted 
the first part attacked, The attitudes 
and manners of these little creatures 
are extremely amusing. When dis- 
turbed, like restive horses, they begin 
to kick and spraw!] in the most ludi- 
crous manner. They may be seen, at 
times, suspended by their beaks alone. 
and throwing up their legs as if in a 
bigh frolic, but too much 
ENGAGED IN SUCKING 

to withdraw their beaks, As they 
take in great quantities of sap they 
would soon become gorged if they did 
not gef rid of it through the litt!e tubes 
at the extremity of their bodies. When 
one of them gets running-over full it 
secms to Communicate its uneasy sen- 
sations, by a kind of anima! magnet- 
ism, to the whole Hock, upon which 


- they all, with one accord, jerk up 


their bodies and eject a shower of the 
honeyed fluid. The leaves and bark 
of plants much infecte) by these in- 
sects, are often completely sprinkled 
over with drops of this sticky fluid, 
and which on drying become dark 
colored, and greatly disfigure the foli- 
age. This appearance has been styled 
“honey dew,” but should not be con- 
founded with another similar produc 
tion observable on pants after very 
dry weather, which has received the 
same name, and which consists of an 
extravasation or oozing of the sap 
from the leaves.
